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REMARKS 

With  the  exception  of  three  patented  varieties,  we 
have  tried  in  our  growing  grounds,  all  of  the  roses  listed 
here  and  have  found  them  to  be  satisfactory.  We  offer 
you  these  varieties  with  the  assurance  they  are  well 
suited  to  Southern  California  conditions. 

A  great  many  new  varieties  of  roses  are  offered  for 
sale  here  every  year.  Of  these  new  varieties,  we  have 
found  from  experience  (possibly  you  have,  too),  a  very 
small  percentage  is  at  all  satisfactory.  They  may  be 
good  in  other  parts  of  this  state  but  not  here. 

Buy  Proven  Varieties 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  several  millions  of  rose 
bushes  are  grown  each  year  in  Southern  California, 
there  are  many  thousands  shipped  in  from  the  north 
and  from  Texas.  For  planting  here  they  do  not  begin 
to  compare  with  locally  grown  stock. 

Southern  California  Roses  are  Best  for 
Southern  California 

Now  we  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  price  and 
quality.  The  California  State  Legislature  has  passed  a 
Grade  and  Standards  Act  which  requires  roses  to  be 
graded  into  four  grades — No.  1,  large;  No.  1  y2,  Medium; 
No.  2,  Small;  and  No.  3,  Cull;  and  the  law  states  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  each  grade.  The  No.  1  and 
No.  iy2  grades,  if  graded  to  lawful  specifications,  will 
be  excellent  roses.  The  No.  2  grade  will  be  quite  ques¬ 
tionable.  It  will  probably  retail  for  20c  or  25c.  The 
No.  3  grade  we  consider  to  be  trash. 

Unless  You’re  a  Good  Gambler — Don’t 
Buy  Cheap  Roses 

Since  1920  we  have  been  growing  roses  in  this  locality.

ROSE  CULTURE 

PLANTING 

After  selecting  a  sunny  location  for  your  rose  garden, 
spread  cow  manure  to  a  depth  of  four  or  five  inches 
over  the  surface  of  the  spot  selected.  Then  spade  the 
ground  to  a  depth  of  at  least  one  foot.  Plant  the  roses 
three  to  four  feet  apart,  being  sure  to  keep  the  bud 
union  at  the  ground  level.  Tamp  the  soil  firmly  about 
the  roots  and  water  thoroughly. 

IRRIGATION 

Apply  a  quantity  of  water  at  each  irrigation  sufficient 
to  wet  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  three  feet.  The  depth  to 
which  the  water  has  penetrated  may  be  determined  by 
forcing  a  small  iron  rod  or  hard  wood  stick  into  the  soil. 
The  rod  or  stick  can  easily  be  pressed  into  the  ground 
as  far  as  the  water  has  penetrated.  Water  only  often 
enough  to  keep  the  soil  moist.  We  do  not  recommend 
“resting”  roses,  during  July  and  August,  except  to  those 
who  are  thoroughly  experienced  in  this  operation. 

PRUNING 

A  light  pruning  about  September  1  will  stimulate  a 
late  Fall  and  early  Winter  bloom.  In  January,  roses 
should  have  a  thorough  pruning.  This  is  absolutely  es¬ 
sential.  If  you  do  not  know  how,  we  will  be  glad  to 
recommend  a  competent  man  to  you.
